Supporters of the drive to enshrine health care as a uni- 
versal right in Oregon’s Constitution acknowledged Mon- 
day that it is dead, at least for this legislative session. 

Senate Democrats said they lacked the votes to advance 
the plan by a crucial Tuesday deadline to move it out of 
committee. 

“The Senate doesn’t have a pathway to get this bill off of 
the floor,” said Sen. Laurie Monnes Anderson, D-Gresham 
and chair of the Senate Health Care Committee. “I’m heart- 
broken, but it’s how it turned out.” 

Democrats in the Oregon House already passed House 
Joint Resolution 203 to send the health care proposal to

SUPREME COURT 


Justices don’t weigh in yet on fate of ‘Dreamers’ 


The Supreme Court declined Monday to intervene in 
a legal battle over the fate of the “Dreamers,” effectively 
extending a temporary reprieve to young undocumented 
immigrants shielded from deportation and providing Con- 
gress more time to come up with a legislative solution. 


The decision: The high court rejected the Trump administra- 
tion’s unusual request to bypass an appellate court and review 
a lower court’s injunction that has blocked termination of the 
Obama-era Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals program. 


Background: President Donald Trump announced in 
September that he would let the program expire in March, 
unless Congress acted. Efforts on Capitol Hill to revive DACA 
as part of a broader deal on immigration policy are stalled. 


Lower courts: Federal district judges in California and New 
York have issued nationwide injunctions against ending the 
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program, siding with states and organizations challenging 
the administration’s action. 


What’s next: The case affecting more than 700,000 “Dream- 
ers” will have to work its way through the lower courts before 
a Supreme Court ruling is possible. The case could also 
become moot if Congress takes action in the meantime. 


One caveat: The Supreme Court said it expects the appeals 
court to act quickly, but it’s unlikely the high court would 
take the case before the next term, which begins in October. 


Responses: DACA supporters hailed the decision as a sig- 
nificant — if only temporary — win. Trump said the case 
would now be heard by an appeals court and “we'll see 
what happens from there.” — Wire reports
